A very few seize 
the occasion to make themselves conspicuous by empty rhetoric 
over “capital” and “labor,” but the great majority, even of 
men whose earnings do not reach four hundred dollars in a year, 
speak of their condition and prospects with perfect sincerity and 
good temper. Most people will be surprised to find how many 
workingmen there are in Wisconsin, even among those of ex- 
perience and skill in their trades, whose income from their 
business does not amount to five hundred dollars a year. Out 
of the two hundred and fifty-nine carpenters, for example, who 
replied to Mr. Stark’s circulars, only seventy-two, or less than 
twenty-eight per cent, returned their income from their trade 
at more than five hundred dollars for the preceding year, and 
the smallest av rage incomes, instead of being found, as would 
naturally be expected, among the mechanics in the villages and 
outlying portions of the State, were returned by the carpenters 
of the large and prosperous city of Milwaukee, of whom only 
twenty-five, out of one hundred and eight who replied to the 
circular, earned more than five hundred dollars during the year. 
It is not surprising that a considerable number of foreign-born 
mechanics, in replying to the question whether their condition 
was better in America than in the old country, said that their 
income was not only relatively, but actually larger in England 
or Holland or Germany, than in America. Most of these, 
however, with characteristic American hopefulness, say that 
they prefer living in America, and think that if some way could 
be devised by which they could get steady employment here, 
as they do in the old country, they would be bette r off here.

political economists to find out why it is that in Wisconsin, 
where manufactures of all kinds are being very rapidly devel- 
oped, the blacksmiths, carpenters, masons, and painters are 
worse off than they have ever been, their average income being 
less than that of their predecessors twenty years ago, while the 
cost of living has greatly increased, and will only notice the 
good, old-fashioned American readiness with which, according 
to their reports, the country carpenters, almost without excep- 
tion, acquire small tracts of land, which they cultivate in their 
idle moments, or spend the winter in the logging camps, or in 
other ways add something to their earnings, and live, to judge 
from what they write of themselves, contented, manly and use- 
ful lives, notwithstanding the disadvantages under which cir- 
cumstances have placed them. It is pleasant to see that social- 
istic rant finds no favor among these good citizens of the Re- 
public. Two years ago, as Mr. Stark observes, the letters 
which were sent him by working-men occasionally complained 
about “monopolies,” and the other stock grievances of the 
demagogue, but by this time, as he says, “ the Wisconsin work- 
men appear to have outgrown the influence that so-called labor 
leaders once had over them.” Curiously enough, out of the five 
hundred and thirty-eight journeymen in the building trades 
who replied to the circulars, only seventy-three do not subscribe 
to some newspaper, magazine or trade journal, and the general 
intelligence is reflected in the quaint comments of some of the 
men upon labor matters. One man wishes to advise his younger 
fellows to “be frugal and temperate; always willing to learn 
from others, and always satisfied to attend strictly to their own 
business, and to let others do the same.” “If he were an em 
ployer,” he Says, “he would as soon employ the devil as a 
labor-striker,” and “one agitator,” he adds, ‘will ruin a num- 
ber of industrious and well-meaning, but inexperienced young 
men.” Another man, a German, writes that he is ‘opposed 
to trades-unions, for the reason that a good man puts himself 
on a par with a poor one, and must help the poor one to better 
wages than he deserves, thereby sacrificing his own chances.” 
A third, writing from Milwaukee, says that “On the whole, 
since the eight-hour strike of 1886, the building-trades are not

Leaving out of the account San Fran- 
cisco, the situation of which is exceptional, we find that in a 
list of thirty-nine of the principal cities of the United States, 
three had, at the time of writing the report, a tolerably uni- 
versal eight-hour day. Eleven had a nine-hour day, 
either a ten-hour day, or ten hours in summer, and nine in 
winter; while in the rest the hours varied with the different 
trades so much that no comparison could be made. In the 
three eight-hour cities, the average wages per hour in all the 
building-trades, was thirty cents and eight-tenths ;

No 
doubt, the painter would make a worse hand at designing than 
either of them, for his imagination has not been trained to offer 
him ideas in such forms; but his criticism is just what they 
need to correct the prejudices in which they have been educated, 
just as theirs is often useful to him when he undertakes decora- 
tive painting. In the same way, the iron-worker and the glass- 
blower can teach the architect what their material is capable 
of ; and he can show them how to use it effectively in architec- 
tural work, and so on through all the “arts and crafts.” With 
this in view, a society was formed seven years ago in London, 


called the Art-Workers Guild, comprising potters, paper- 
stainers, modellers, iron-workers and architects, which holds 


fortnightly meetings to discuss papers or processes, and gives 
annually three or four exhibitions of needle-work, stained-glass 
and so on. It is interesting to know that the society was 
founded by five architects, all pupils of Mr. Norman Shaw, who 
sent invitations to various members of the artistic crafts to join 
them. Fifteen at once accepted the invitation, and the society 
has now grown to a membership of one hundred and fifty, and 
promises to have a wide influence in the artistic world. 
| somewhat curious case. The Earl of Radnor, in his house 
of Longford Castle, near Salisbury, has one of the finest 
collections of pictures in England, including some splendid 
Holbeins. The eldest son of the earl, Lord Folkestone, 
desirous of getting married, and, as he has only four thousand 
dollars a year of his own, and his papa’s income is not much 
over a hundred and fifty thousand, it seemed to them desirable 
to sell off some of the family pictures, to provide funds for the 
young man’s wedding, and subsequent housekeeping. ‘They 
got so far as to secure an offer of two hundred and seventy-five 
thousand dollars from the National Gallery, for three of the 
pictures, when some of the rest of the family interfered, to pre- 
vent the sale of heirlooms, in which, as they said, the Earl had 
only a life-interest.

people. ‘The municipality, under an, Act of Parliament 
enabling towns to take land for such purposes, condemned a 
large tract in an outlying portion of the city, and cleared it of 
the wretched hovels by which it was occupied, turning out 
thirteen hundred people. Having gone so far, the city authori- 
ties offered the land for sale at auction, under the restriction 
that it should be used for workingmen’s houses, but found no 
purchasers. A portion of the land was, therefore, laid out, 
and houses erected upon it by the Corporation from plans 
made by Mr. Clement Dunscombe, which were afterward 
awarded «a gold medal at the International Health Exhibition. 
After these were done, the rest of the land was offered again 
at auction, but there were no bidders, and the Corporation 
finally concluded to improve the whole area. The work is 
now done, and a quadrangle of pleasant five-story buildings 
completed. The area covered is not very extensive, and the 
whole cost of land and buildings will be only about three 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, but pleasant habitations 
will be provided for six or seven hundred people. Much more 
accommodation could have been obtained by covering the land 
closely, but it was thought preferable to leave a large open 
space in the middle of the quadrangle for a playground and 
garden. This is reached by five arched passageways from the 
streets, and all the tenements open upon the quadrangle, in the 
French style. There is a fountain in the middle of the garden, 
the walks and roadways are paved, and everything made 
healthy and attractive. Notwithstanding all the expense in- 
curred for this purpose, two-room tenements are rented for a 
little over a dollar a week, and those of three rooms for a dollar 
and a half a week, and at those prices the net income from the 
property will amount to about four per cent on the whole in-

model for Roman Catholic churches throughout Christendom. 

Whatever may be said of the zsthetic merits of this style of 
architecture, it was admirably adapted to the part played by 
religion from that time on, and produced the impression which 
the papal powers wished thenceforth to produce. In the six- 
teenth century the Catholic faith may have manifested signs of 
decay, the dogmatic authority of the church may have been 
ruptured by openly declared schisms, its moral influence may 
have been weakened, but its political importance was consider- 
able. ‘The temporal power of the pope at that period was in- 
deed imposing, especially in the splendor of the artistic and 
literary court which he maintained. Though possessing no 
mighty armies, though foreign political powers were gradually 
concentrating and daily trespassing more and more upon his 
authority, it is nevertheless true that through the prestige of 
arts, letters and sciences, through the renown of the great men 
with whom he surrounded himself, through the effect produced 
on uncultured foreign nations by the extraordinary awakening 
of the arts, through the respect elicited from these semi-barba- 
rians at the unique spectacle of a polished, learned, elegant, 
and sumptuous court, the pope bestowed on Rome a distinction,

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APARTMENT-HOUSES.— I. 


j pHE essential difference be- 
“f° tween an apartment-house 
and an ordinary dwelling- 
house is that in the latter the 
owner or tenant, on shutting the 
street door, excludes all strangers 
from the building, while in the 
apartment-house there are always 
some portions of the interior of 
the house, usually the halls and 
staircases, which are open, if not 
to all the world, at least to all the 
tenants of the building, and to 
their visitors. In many apart- 
ment-houses the  dining-rooms, 
laundries, and even the larger 
reception-rooms, are used in 
common by the tenants, and cook- 
ing and washing are done for all 
in common. Such establishments 
often resemble hotels more than 
_ apartment-houses, and, in fact, a 
clear line of distinction can hardly 
be drawn between the two classes 
of buildings. On the other hand, 
some modern apartment-houses 
have nothing but the outside 
entrance in common, the stairways 
being separate from each tene- 
ment to the ground; and this 
system of planning is particularly 
favored by the best authorities for 
dwellings for the poorer classes, 
among whom it is desirable to 
keep families as much out of con- 
tact with each other as possil le. 
The fashion of dividing-up 
houses among a number of families 
is a very ancient one. No plan, 
wr exact description, of a Roman 
ipartment-house has come down 
to us, but we have reason to be- 
lieve that the great majority of 
the people of the city of Rome 
lived in immense tenement-houses, 
six stories high, or even more, and 
divided into rooms with what we 
may safely believe, judging from 
the analogy of other Roman plan- 
ning, to have been great. skill. 
During the Dark Ages there was 
not much building of any kind in 
the cities, and there were probably 
houses enough to give one to each 
of the few families which remained; but after order was in some 
degree reéstablished, and the towns had begun to fill with peasants 


and emancipated slaves, the necessity for increased accommodation 





was evidently strongly felt, and within the limited area enclosed by 


the walls began to be erected lofty, but narrow houses, in which 


every inch of space was utilized, and floor-room gained at the expense 
of light in the streets, by projecting the upper stories forward. 
Although these houses often accommodated a large household, and 
were skilfully planned to secure privacy in the different rooms, the 
medieval love of home prevented them from being divided up among 
a number of tenants, and the occupants of each, including the 
ipprentices and lodgers, as well as the master’s household, formed a 
single family. 

During the Renaissance, the fashion was introduced of letting the 
separate floors of a house to different tenants, and in large cities, 
where rents were high, a device by which the ambitious citizen could 
live in a small apartment, behind a grandiose front, and on a fashion- 


able street, at no greater expense than would be necessary for hiring 


1 whole house in a less fashionable neighborhood, soon became 
popular. rhe first of the Renaissance apartment-houses were 


dark and unwholesome inside, 
and badly built as well as inconveniently arranged. 

Fortunately, there are very few of the rookeries of this period left. 
Such buildings are not constructed to last, and improvement soon 
sweeps them away. All we can say positively about them is that 
unless they were much better planned than the palaces of the period, 
they must have been most uncomfortable and unwholesome places 
to live in.

The first great improvement in houses for “ collective habitation ” 
seems to have been made in Paris during the Second Empire. 
Napoleon III was a practical man, who took a sincere interest in the 
housing of poor people, and gave an impulse, at least, towards the 
better planning of houses for their use, which architects found abun- 
dant opportunity for putting into practice in the reconstruction of a 
large part of the city which followed the operations of Baron Hauss 
man. ‘The new boulevards which that bold engineer opened in all 





directions through Paris, were soon lined with apartment-houses 
worthy of the name, imposing in aspect, and arranged in a way 
which, if not equal to the modern planning, ré flects great credit on 
the men who had to create the whole system out of almost nothing. 
Of course, there is a difference in the work of different architects, as 
ingenuity in planning is a gift not equally distributed through the 
profession; but all French architects devote great care to the plans 
of their buildings, and the best of them are perhaps unrivalled in the 
world in this respect. 

Figure 1 gives a good example of a small Parisian apartment- 
house of this period, by that admirable architect, M. Bailly. The 
lot is of an unusually regular shape for Paris, resembling very much 
the pieces of ground which are placed in the hands of American 
architects for such purposes. There are two suites on a floor. The 
entrance, as is usual in French houses of the kind, is from the street 
first into the court, which is under the supervision of the concierge, 
and is kept neat and bright with flowers. From this court open the 
two vestibules, where the circular stairs are shown which lead to the 
suites above. The rear suite on the ground-floor is like those above 
it. The front suite is replaced by a small store, with a kitchen, 
parlor and bedroom behind it. Under the main stairs are the stairs 
to the cellar, which is thus accessible to all the tenants, and is lighted 
in the middle as well as at the ends. There are no servants’ stairs. 
French people of moderate means are on sufficiently good terms with 
the few servants they keep to be perfectly willing to have them go 
up the same stairway as themselves, and we donot meet with service- 
stairs until we come to buildings 
of a much more pretentious —— : 
class than this one. Vs 

Taking the suites separately, 
we find the staircases, which are Bedroom | 
brilliantly lighted from the 
court, opening into ante-rooms. 
These are an indispensable part 
of a Paris apartment. They 
are usually rather feebly lighted 
by glass in and over the doors of 
the rooms into which they open, 
but form a convenient recep- 
tion-room, and are prettily fur- 
nished, and generally have large 
closets attached to them. 

From the ante-room open all 
the other principal rooms, — the 
abomination of going through 
one room, particularly a_bed- 
room, to get to another, being 
almost unknown to French plan- 
ning. 

In the case of the rear flat, 
which is evidently adapted for 
families proposing to do their 
own housework, the kitchen 
door opens into the ante-room ; 
the rear flat has the kitchen at 
a little distance. 

The kitchens are very small, 
according to our notions. This 
is invariably the case with 
French kitchens, which are not 
intended to serve as the scene 
of races between the cook’s 
cousins, but are devoted strictly 
to cooking and washing. For 
these purposes, as a French 
domestic thinks, the room should 
be small, so that everything may 
be handy when wanted. As a |Swrj) 
rule, one side, ora part of one - ry _s 
side of the kitchen is oceupied ‘ime be be 
by the range, a small affair y | 
with a charcoal fire; and what 
answers to a sink.

chef in an American private house complain of the excessive size of 
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the kitchen in which he was expected to do his work. To be long 
and narrow is what the Parisian desires of a kitchen, and we have 


known one measuring five feet by fourteen to be highly commended 


for its convenience. 

Near the kitchen, or at least, on the way between it and the 
dining-room, is the pantry, or “ office,” which is often nearly as large 
as the kitchen itself. As we shall see, in the higher class of French 
apartments there is frequently a bedroom opening from the kitchen, 
and not accessible from the hall. ‘This room is for the use of the cook, 
and forms the o1 ly apparent exception to the rule that no bedroom 
shall be necessarily entered through another room. In the present 
case, it was quite possible that the families occuping both flats might 
do their own work, and would not fancy a bedroom opening only 
from the kitchen: so the architect has arranged a room near the 
kitchen, but not opening out of it, which might be occupied either by

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this region of riches, now for the first time brought to the view of 
the world. 

Although the indications were promising, and the north coast of 
the continent stretched invitingly away, with mountains reared 
against the clouds and islands fringing the coast, yet the navigator 
was sore pressed by disease, and his stores were failing, so the fleet 
set sail for the fair island of Hispaniola. 

Of the people here discovered, the ancient historian writes 
quaintly: “They are white, even as our men are, saving such as 
are much conversant with the sun. They are also very gentle and 
full of humanitie towards strangers. There was fewe, or none 
that had not eyther a collar, a chayne, or a bracelette of golde and 
pearles, and many had all. Other than these ornaments, except for a 
breech-cloth of cotton, they were naked. . . . The regions being 
in the large province of Paria, for the space of CCXX myles, are 
called of the inhabitants Cumana & Mancapana.” 

Reflecting upon the divers species of man, the old historian, 
Haklyt, thus delivers himself: “'The Aethiopian thinketh the blacke 
colour to be fairer than white, and the white man thinketh otherwise. 
Hee that is polled thinketh himself more amaiable than hee that 
weareth long hayre, and the bearded man supposeth himself more 
comely than hee that wanteth a beard. As appetite therefore 
moueth, and not as reason persuadeth, do men run into these vani- 
ties.” 

It was on the voyage preceding this that Columbus had made the 
acquaintance of the cannibals, the Caribs, of the Caribbee Islands, 
and had heard of Amazons. From the coast of Paria he stood 
northwardly, towards Hispaniola. “By the way, there appeared 
from the north a great Iland, which the captives that were taken 
off Hispaniola called Madinino [now known as Montserrat] aflirm- 
ing it to be inhabited only with women, to whom the Canibales have 
access at certaine times of the yeere, as in old times the Thracians 
had to the Amazones in the Iland of Lesbos.” 

It was on his return voyage to Spain that Columbus carried cap- 
tive the king of the Golden Mountains, Caonabo, “ who dyed on the 
voyage, for very pensivenesse and anguish of minde.” Then also, he 
encountered one of those dreadful tempests called hurricanes: 
“ These tempests of the ayre, which the Grecians called Tiphones, 
that is whirlewindes, the Indians called Furacanes.”’ 

I did not intend to digress; but whatever I have cited is in a 
measure cognate to our subject. Christopher Columbus, on that 
eventful third voyage to America, drew nearer to the equator than 
before, and, filled with the belief that he was penetrating a region 
of fire and drought, he was astonished to find verdurous vegetation, 
plentiful showers, and habitable islands. Learned theorists had 
assured him that in the tropical area everything would be found 
sublimated to the last degree. 

Hence, it would be productive of pearls and precious stones, espe- 
cially emeralds and diamonds, sublimated in telluric crucibles. He 
was not, then, astonished at the abundance of pearls. Was it not 
the wise Pliny who taught that pearls were the product of oysters, 
into whose mouths the dews of heaven fell at night? Even so, and 
the great navigator found oysters so numerous that he saw them cling- 
ing by thousands to the roots and branches of trees, hanging there 
with open mouths, awaiting the falling of the dew. Voyagers to that 
region may see the oysters growing on trees, clinging to the man- 
grove roots, to-day, as the Spanish sailors saw them four hundred 
years ago. But we know now, what they did not, that these surface 
oysters are not the same that yield the precious pearl. These must 
be sought deep down in the dark caverns of the sea, and very few, if 
any. have been found in the waters of the Gulf of Paria. 

Learning of the prospective wealth of this new country brought to 
light by the third voyage of Columbus, other adventurers applied to 
the Crown for permission to explore and trade, and at least two ex- 
peditions were sent out from Spain. The most venturesome, and 
that which was fitted out with the least expenditure, returned with 
the greatest quantity of pearls. It was but a single vessel of fifty 
tons burden, and with a crew of thirty-three men, that made up this 
venture. It sailed from historic Palos in June, 1599, and was com- 
manded by Pedro Alonzo Nifo, of Moguer, a neighboring town to 
Palos. 

Unlike most of the Spanish sailors of that time, these seemed to 
care more for trading than fighting, and the consequence was that 
they amassed a fortune ina short time. Guided by a chart Colum- 
bus had prepared for the king, Nifo, who had sailed as a pilot on 
the first voyage to the New World, successfully coasted Cumana and 
Paria, and reaped a rich harvest of pearls at the island of Margarita. 
He was altogether too successful, in fact, for the king’s cupidity was 
aroused on his return to Spain, and he was thrown into prison, on a 
false charge of defrauding the royal treasury. 

That last year of the fifteenth century was, perhaps, richer in 
events of importance than any of the decades preceding except 1492. 
In May there set forth the great expedition of Alonzo de Ojeda, 
one who had accompanied Columbus on his second voyage — a man 
of small stature, but valiant and full of fire andenergy. With four 
vessels well equipped and a gay and gallant company, Ojeda sailed 
from Cadiz the 20th of May, 1499, touching at the Canaries, and sight- 
ing the new continent twenty-four days later. He, too, coasted the 
Gulf of Paria, meeting with friendly Indians, and trading for pearls 
and gold. After visiting the island Margarita, he returned to the 
mainland and built a brigantine at Maracapana. Some of the ancient 
charfs give this name as America-pana, and at least one writer has 





argued that our continent derived its name from this aboriginal 
word, which is applied to several places in South America. 

This may well be, I think; but we will not stop to discuss the 
question now. It reminds me, however, of a distinguished adven- 
turer associated with Ojeda in this enterprise, and who wrote the 
first coherent account of this land of wonders, from which fact, 
doubtless, he was subsequently so highly honored. This adventurer 
was no less than Amerigo Vespucci, who, by some strange freak, had 
become associated with those merchants of Seville who had furnished 
the fleet for Ojeda. To his letters we are indebted for complete 
descriptions of the people and the country, and he was the first to 
describe those strange people we are now about to visit, the Lake 
Dwellers of Venezuela. 

It was while his smaller vessels were careened at Amaracapana 
that Ojeda learned of the ferocious Caribs, who made descents upon 
the coast from their retreats in the Caribbees. The peaceful people 
who received him so hospitably here, represented that the Caribs 
cruelly ravaged their country, carrying away many captives to be 
eaten, and begged the Spaniards to lend their aid in avenging their 
many outrages. This the gallant Ojeda was very ready to do, and, 
guided by some Indians, he sailed seven days, to an island which, I 
think, must have been Granada. There they discovered the Caribs 
in great numbers, drawn up on the shore all ready for combat; for, 
no matter what the odds against them, these fierce cannibals were 
always eager for a fight. They battled bravely, desperately, but 
were slaughtered by hundreds and driven into the forests. Then, 
setting fire to their huts, the Spaniards secured what little plunder 
there was and departed. Again on the mainland, the friendly In- 
dians were rewarded with a share of the spoils, and rejoined their 
tribe, everywhere magnifying the wondrous deeds of the white stran- 
gers. Three weeks later the latter sailed away from the Main, and 
touched at the island of Curacao, which Vespucci reported to be in- 
habited by giants. 

Their next haven was at the entrance of the Gulf of Maracaibo, 
where they made the discovery of Indians living in huts built over 
the water. There were twenty of these water habitations, bell- 
shaped, built on platforms supported upon piles driven into the bot- 


tom of the lake. They were quite large, and each house had a rude , 


drawbridge to connect it with its neighbor, while numerous canoes 
lay afloat upon the placid surface of the lake. 

The Indian name of this settlement is said to have been Cogui- 
bacoa, but Ojeda bestowed upon it an appellation that has since been 
applied to the entire country. He called it “ Venezuela,” or the 
Little Venice, and thus, trivial and accidental, was the origin of the 
name of what is now a great republic. 

If the Spaniards were surprised at seeing here a new civilization, 
the Indians were even more astonished to see the great white-winged 
ships—living monsters, in their eyes—come bearing down upon them 
from the gulf. They fled in a panic to their dwellings, raised the 
drawbridges, and made their simple preparations for defence. A 
fleet of canoes appeared at this juncture from the sea, the occupants 
of which paddled swiftly into the forest, but soon returned, with six- 
teen maidens, whom they distributed, four to each ship. It seemed 
that their native wit had divined the desire of the strangers. Having 
no gold, no possessions of value except these virgins, they gave them 
freely, as a peace-offering. 

As such the Spaniards accepted them, and were highly delighted 
at these overtures. But they were not destined to enjoy them, for 
suddenly, while the water-dwellers were swimming and paddling 
about their ships in great numbers, the sixteen maidens leaped over- 
board and struck out for the woods, while flights of arrows were sent 
at the ships from the warriors in the canoes and the swimmers them- 
selves. 

It did not take long for Ojeda to make these amphibious savages 
repent their action, and soon a score of them were dead and dying, 
and the warriors in full flight to the forest. The girls were gone, 
however, and, as the houses held no plander, Ojeda sailed away. 

Such is the account given by the Florentine gentleman, after whom 
America is supposed to have been named, of the first lake-dwellers 
found in the New World.

An Artist cLaims A Copy as Huis Own Work. — An anecdote is 
related by Mr. Colin Rae Brown, which is enough to make the owners 
of foreign pictures uncomfortable. He says: —‘‘ My personal faith in 
. experts,’ never great, received a severe check in 1855, when, being in 
Brussels, I was present at the examination of two cattle pictures under- 
taken by Verboeckhoven, the celebrated animal painter. One of these 
was an original picture which the eminent artist had recently sold toa 
Flemish banker; the other, a copy made by a young but rapidly rising 
member of the Academy, and the object of the meeting was to decide a 
friendly challenge by the banker, to the effect that he ( Verboeckhoven) 
could not tell which was his own and which was the copyist’s production ! 
Both pictures were painted on identical canvases and framed exactly 
alike, and, after a close scrutiny with the naked eye and with a small 
magnifying glass, the distinguished painter fixed on the copyist’s 
picture as being his (Verboeckhoven’s) own!”’ The ability to copy 
exactly is common enough in Belgium, and there are qualities in the 
work of many of the painters which are well adapted for ré production 
by an artist with the faculty of imitation. But as skill in making exact 
copies is dangerous to the artist whose works are selected as well as to 
the public, some measures will have to be adopted abroad to keep it 
within legal limits. — The Architect.

Our ImMpERILLED Forests.— The wholesale extravagance of th 
people of the United States with the timber which abounds in this 
country and the merciless way in which the forests are being destroyed 
has attracted the attention of the Geographical Society of Germany 
At a recent meeting Chief Forest Master Kessler called attention to 
the subject, quoting from the tenth census He stated that in 1880 
the 25,708 saw-mills in operation in the United States converted 
$120,.000,000 worth of raw timber stock into various kinds of lumber, 
and he asserted that at the same rate there would be no good-sized 
timber left in forty years. He spoke of the enormous waste of wood 
through forest fires, which are the result, for the most part, of careless 
ness ora desire to clear land for cultivation, and declared that the 
planting of new forests, which has of late years received some attention 
in the Eastern States, cannot begin to offset the waste. He said that 
there is every reason to fear that America will soon be a country im 
poverished for tree property. Mr. Kessler made the striking compari 
son that while the United States has but 11 per cent of its area covered 
by forests, the empire of Germany has 26 per cent of its entire area 
so covered. Mr. Kessler said that the reckless destruction of forest 
trees in America and the indifference manifested by Americans in the 
restoration of forests is a menace, not alone tothe wealth of the nation, 
but threatens serious deterioration both to climatic conditions and the 
fertility of the soil. In a recent report to the State Department, 


Consul Merritt of Chemnitz calls attention to Mr. Kessler’s remarks as

After what has already said in this article it might 
superfluous to consider further these incentives for application, but so 
much depends upon a clear understanding of this point which has 
so often been a stumbling-block for those who discuss Nationalism 
without knowing what it is, that a few words in relation to incentive 
will be pardoned. 

In just what manner the wealth of our Codperative Commonwe alth 
will be distributed among the citizens for their services, it is evidently 
impossible to foretell. Probably in different ways at different stages 
in the nationalization of industry, the principle of distribution on a 
basis of effort rather than ability becoming more and mor 
nized. This is clearly the only just basis of distribution, and is 
accordingly, for this reason, in the end inevitable. The capacity 
for wealth production of a nation being the result of ages of civiliza 
ion, every individual, as a product of that civilization, is entitled to 
an equal share of the wealth due thereto, irrespective of any spe ial 
ability or lack of ability he may individually have received 
nature or education, provided only that he does his best.

The first of these three objections is answered the moment we 
fully realize the prodigious increase of productiveness effected by 
Nationalism, whereby more than sufficient is produced to provide 
every individual with every want and luxury which can reasonably 
be desired in a community of workers. : 

Let us examine the second. 

Idleness which under the competitive system is not only allowed 
but even encouraged, would be discouraged under Nationalism by 
universal condemnation. 5 

To-day unproductiveness on the part of the wealthy is regarded 
rather as a mark of distinction than the reverse, and in England, as 
a necessary condition of the highest social distinction, whereas under 
nationalism, it will be regarded as the most profound disgrace. 

Now moral and intellectual effort and achievement, the real wealth 
producers, stand below financial shrewdness in the rewards and 
honors of society. 

Under Nationalism they will attain the highest rewards and 
honors within the bestowal of the people, because it will be for th 
interest of all to have this so. 

Now, not only is there no law for the adequate punishment of 
idleness, but in the present condition of things there could be none. 
The tramp may be imprisoned, but imprisonment for the tramp means 
comparative comfort and security. He has nothing to lose, and this 
is the case with most idlers in the two extremes of social position. 

Under Nationalism idleness will be punished by disgrace and the 
deprivation of all the great wealth and luxuries the nation would 
otherwise bestow. 

Under the present system, work is arduous and unceasing. Under 
Nationalism it will become the pleasurable exercise of one’s strongest 
faculties and tastes for a definite and useful purpose, 
which increases in intensity of interest ¢ 
are developed by cultivation.

When the interests of all » identical, the will bea ) 
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and intellectual ability and effort are recognized and rewarded by pro- 
motion into higher intellectual authority. 

But even if pecuniary reward were made dependent upon ability 
(real and not fictitious) under Nationalism, instead of upon effort, the 
result would, after all, in either case, be very nearly the same. For 
it must be remembered that all education being free, every individual 
will be supported by the State during the courses of schooling and 
apprenticeship for life’s work, or, say, up to the age of 25. Then, if 
we assume that compulsory service to the nation terminates at the age 
if 45 or 50, after which the nation resumes the support of its citizens, 
pensioning those who have manfully labored to support the nation in 
peace as it now does those who have bravely slaughtered their brethern 
for their country in war, there will remain only from 20 to 25 years, 
which will be affected by the qhestion of method of remuneration. 

Under the influence of mutual helpfulness which common interests 
would foster all work will become respectable and respected. There 
will be no so-called “menial” service. There will be none of the 
senseless distinctions in the “respectability” of different occupations 
which exist now; as, for instance, between gambling at wholesale 
as in the stock-exchange and at retail, as at the gaming-table, the 
former being eminently respectable, though infinitely more injurious 
to society as affecting countless outsiders; and the latter eminently 
disgraceful, though harmful only to the individual gambler, himself. 
Or, as between the skilful mechanic and the wealthy Corporation 
Treasurer of to-day, the former often requiring infinitely more brains 
and experience than the latter, who may delegate the real work to 
assistants. Yet custom places the latter occupation far higher, 
socially and financially, than the former. 

Under Nationalism a liberal education will be given alike to all, 
and machinery and organization will do much of the work now left 
to individuals, relieving men of unhealthy and tedious drudgery on 
the one hand, and of extraordinary responsibility on the other. 

The marvellous financial and executive ability now required of 

business managers to launch and afterwards pilot safely through the 
stormy seas of competition, every important mercantile or speculative 
enterprise of to-day, will be supplanted by the perfect system of the 
great industrial army of nationalists. Then the duties and responsi- 
bilities under this system, both of officers and men, will be so equally 
distributed among all the workers that none will ever feel overbur- 
dened by an undue share. Accordingly the remuneration of all 
workers, even on a basis of ability, would be far more equal than 
now, and those who fear disastrous results from the adoption of the 
juster basis, very greatly overestimate the danger. 
' To illustrate my meaning let us imagine for instance a possible 
manner in which the Department of Architecture may be organized 
under a Nationalist administration, without assuming, of course, that 
the details introduced for the purpose of completing the picture are 
indispensable to the general plan. 

In order that architects may supervise the erection of the structure 
they design, the national architectural offices will have to be dis- 
tributed throughout the country in accordance with the requirements 
of each locality; and for the convenience of the profession they will 
be built adjoining the great sample-stores of the district. Evidently 
a much smaller number of architects will be required for a given 
amount of building than now. Probably avery small proportion of 
the architects and draughtsmen now practising in Boston, if method- 
ically employed, and relieved of the legal, financial and competitive 
work now exacted of them, could suffice for the purely architectural 
work they perform. But under Nationalism, however, the duties of 
engineer and draughtsman will devolve upon the architect, and as 
the enormous increase of national wealth will increase also the 
amount of building, all of which will be placed in charge of architects, 
the profession will undoubtedly be much larger in proportion to the 
population than now. 

Accordingly the department of architecture, sculpture, and paint- 
ing for the Boston district will comprise a hundred or more archi- 
tects. They will occupy a building appropriately designed for the 
purpose, and as the structure will stand as a permanent expres- 
sion of the state of our national art at the period of its erection, its 
proper architectural treatment both exterior and interior will be 
a matter of patriotic solicitude to every citizen. 

As it is indispensable for the highest development of architecture 
that sculpture and painting be closely allied thereto, or rather, form 
an essential part thereof, the same building will as intimated contain 
also the studios of sculptors and painters as well as a museum of the 
best products of these allied arts. 

The site will be made worthy of the structure by landscape gar- 
dening, fountains and statuary, arranged in such a manner that the 
approach shall do honor to the monument. The building itself, both 
without and within, will be richly adorned with color and sculpture 
appropriate to its purpose and an atmosphere of refinment will per- 
vade every part inspiring the occupants fittingly for their work. It 
will face diagonally with the points of the compass in order that all 
sides may be reached by the direct rays of the sun at some time 
during the day, the new streets of the city being laid out with this 
in view. 

There will be no “draughtsmen ” in the present acceptation of the 
word. Every part and detail of a building being equally important 
in the eye of the artist will be the work of his own hand. ‘The 
enlarging and copying of drawings will be done by photographie and 
other mechanical processes conducted in a special department of the 
building devoted thereto. ‘Thus, after the architect has drawn his 








quarter-inch-scale working-plans, they will be taken into the mechan- 
ical department, and such portions of them as the architect desires 
will be instantly enlarged to, say, an inch-scale, and returned to him. 
These enlargements will be corrected and refined by him, and then 
still further mechanically enlarged to fullsize. Once more the archi- 
tect will alter and perfect the final enlargements, after which all the 
drawings will be ready for copying in the mechanical department 
for distribution among the various builders. 

Aided by this mechanical enlarging process, the architect will be 
encouraged always to begin his designs upon a very small scale, say 
an eighth or sixteenth of an inch, following them up with many 
successive enlargements, by which process much greater boldness 
and simplicity of effect, and much more perfect harmony of propor- 
tions are attainable, than is possible without the aid of these 
successive studies. 

In this way the architect will be absolutely relieved from all the 
purely mechanical and laborious processes he is now subjected to, 
and thus be free to devote his attention to every detail of the design. 
His only assistants will be his fellow artists, the seulptors and 
painters, with whom he will be in constant communication through- 
out the work. 

Of course, under the competitive system all this would be impossible. 
It could only be carried out by the aid of the wealth of a great 
Coéperative Commonwealth and on a grand scale. Though a syndi- 
cate of talented architects formed on some such basis in any of the 
great cities even now would probably meet with considerable suc- 
cess both as a financial and economical enterprise. 

Since architecture is even to-day, with all its needless drawbacks, 
one of the most attractive occupations, there will under Nationalism 
when these drawbacks are removed, be so large a number of aspirants 
for its practice that only those having exceptional talent or even 
genius for it will be enrolled by the nation. Undoubtedly the prin- 
ciple of longer working-days for attractive and shorter for unattrac- 
tive occupations will be adopted by the Commonwealth so far as 
practicable. But were this principle alone relied upon for equaliz- 
ing the applications, the days of the most attractive ones might have 
to be prolonged beyond the limit of healthfulness, and one of the 
dangers most to be guarded against under Nationalism will be over- 
application. Even now history is full of cases of physical and mental 
injury due to over-application for love of work on the part of artists 
and talented men; and under Nationalism the favorable conditions 
for work will multiply such cases indefinitely unless wise measures 
are taken by the administration to provide against it. The people 
will then be as solicitous for the life and strength of its workers in 
peace, as they now are of its fighters in war. 

Accordingly the length of the architect’s working-day will be limited 
by Nature’s laws of health, and it is certain that by the observance of 
these laws, a greater amount of work will be accomplished in the 
long run than by their neglect. Therefore a system of selection for 
talent will govern the admission into the architectural ranks, and it 
is in this manner that the law of the survival of the fittest will be 
carried out under Nationalism. It is in this way that Nationalism 
is seen to be in the direct line of evolution to a higher plane of 
human life. 

How now will the various buildings to be erected by the nation be 
distributed among the national architects without overworking some 
and underworking others, and yet in a manner which will yield to 
the nation the full benefit of the peculiar talents of each individual. 

The constantly increasing complication in all industries arising 
from the rapid progress of science and invention has evolved the 
specialist in the various professions. As in medicine the separate 
parts of the body have become the subjects of distinct sciences each 
requiring years of special application for its mastery. So in archi- 
tecture, special research and experience are requisite for attaining 
the best results in designing the various kinds of buildings needed. 
Thus the building of school-houses has become a science of itself. 
So it is with libraries, and equally with theatres, churches, bridges, 
hospitals, and, in short, all buildings erected for specialists will re- 
quire specialists for their erection. 

Yet it is, all the same, indispensable that the specialist should be 
grounded in the principles of general practice, and with this in view 
the first training of all architects is the same. 

The department of architecture will then be divided up into groups 
of specialists, natural aptitude guiding one individual towards the 
scientific or engineering side of architecture and another toward the 
more distinctly esthetic, emotional, or poetic side, the former corres- 
ponding somewhat with the civil engineers of the present day and 
the latter with our sculptors. 

This subdivision into groups of specialists will not only greatly facil- 
itate the distribution of work but it will form an element of harmony 
and good feeling among the practitioners by excluding, so far, feelings 
of jealousy which might arise were there no such natural distinction 
between the workers. 

But a still further security against the growth of petty rivalries 
and jealousies lies in the fact that important work will be provided 
for all at all times, and that it will be almost impossible to say in the 


| ease of nine-tenths of the buildings erected under Nationalism which 


will be the most important, especially from the standpoint of the 


| architect. The element of size alone will not constitute superiority, 


for the smallest buildings may be dedicated to the highest purposes. 
Richness of material and decoration alone will not necessarily open 
the greatest field for the architect, for the work of the sculptor and 
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painter will predominate in these. Importance or nobility of desti- 
nation will not constitute superiority; for under Nationalism all forms 
of honest work will be seen to be equally noble, and in a like manner 
the buildings in which such work is performed, and this will be 
recognized in its true relationship when no longer overshadowed by 
the money estimate. 

I fail, therefore, to find any opportunity under such a system, for 
the development of petty jealousies predicted by unbelievers in 
Nationalism, in architecture at least. But I do find the amplest in- 
centives for the noblest form of friendly emulation. 
will, of course, show itself in its works, and lead to prominence, but 
as soon as the great truth is generally recognized, that, for the

highest good of our national architecture, the individual must be 
made secondary to his art, that personality must be sacrificed for 
principle, and that the utmost attainment of genius is the contribu 
tion of a microscopic atom to the cveneral progress ; then 
jealousy due to inequalities of natural endowment be impossible, and 
no other cause for sucha feeling will exist.

Thus it is clear that equal material remuneration among architects 
at least for equal effort will be a perfe cetly just and extremely desir- 
able principle, beside relieving artists of all 
pecuniary emolument.

The propagation of earthquake disturbances is probably affected 
by curvature of the surface of the globe acting like a whispering 
gallery, and perhaps even sonorous vibrations generated at the sur- 
face of the land or water do not entirely escape the same kind of 
influence. 

In connection with the acoustics of public buildings there are many 
points which still remain obscure. It is important to bear in mind 
that the loss of sound in a single reflection at a smooth wall is very 
small, whether the wall be plane or curved. In order to prevent 
reverberation it may often be necessary to introduce carpets or 
hangings to absorb the sound. In some cases the presence of an

It is absolutely necessary in these days of 
competition that specifications should be so 
drawn as to hold each roofer up to his con- 
tract. Even the soldering of a roof is such 
an important matter that the roofer who uses 
soldering irons weighing less than eight 
pounds to the pair cannot possibly apply the 
amount of solder to the square that should be 
used; consequently, heavy soldering irons 
should be used so as to allow the solder to 
soak well into the seams where a first-class 
job is wanted. ‘The very best material if not 
properly put on would make the roof a failure. 
Our object is to assist the architects all in our 
power, and with this idea in view we have 
drawn up specifications for both a Flat and 
Standing Seam roof, of the two sizes of plates, 
which we think will be an aid to every archi- 
tect who desires to use tin for roofing. 

The specifications that we have drawn up 
are simply intended as a reference for the 
architects, and while we have inserted our 
brand of “ Merchant’s Roofing” in 
same, yet any brand which the arch- 
itect may choose to use can of course 
be written therein. This formula 


has not been written by us with Q} 
any intention of dictating to the 
architect, but rather to assist him 
in specifying for a roof that will 


last, as it should, for years, while the 
majority of tin roofs put on to-day 
will not last five years before re- 
pairs commence ; and the more oppo- 
sition to the use of our brands, the 
greater the necessity for investigating 
the merits of the same, for in many 
cases where our guaranteed plates are speci- 
fied the roofer endeavors to use something 
inferior. It is hardly necessary for us to 
say that such action, while of interest to the 
roofer personally, will naturally result to the 
detriment of the property owner, and also to 
the specific ation of the architect. 
SOME ROOFING FIGURES. 


We want to lay before architects and build- 
ers some figures relating to tin roofs; not in 
the sense of revealing the secrets of the roof- 
er’s business, nor in the least antagonizing 
him, but simply for the purpose of enab ag 
the architect and contractor to talk intelli 
gently when relative prices are being dis- 
cussed. Let us preface our statements by 
the assertion that it costs no more to lay a 
roof of first-class tin, than of cheap tin, in = 
items of labor, solder, nails, cleats, charcoal 





rosin, shop-rent and the various other 
sundries entering into the work. In 
fact, the chances of the lowest cost are l CIC 
in favor of the best articles of plate, 


for its working qualities are fully as- 

sured, while with cheap plates there 

is a risk of extra work necessary in re- 
pairing fractures, ete. However, for the sake 
of argument, let it be assumed that the ex 
pense of laying, including all things except 
the tin plate itself, is the same regardless of 
the brand or grade of tin employed. This 
will be very generally accepted as a fan 
proposition. " Then it follows that the differ- 
ences between using one tin plate and some 
other tin plate is simply the difference in the 
cost of the plates. Let us reduce the cost 
of tin plates to the cost of a square of 
roofing (100 square feet), which is the usual 
unit employed in roofing work. When tin 
plate costs $15 per box of 20 x 28, 

the tin in a flat-seam roof costs $3.75 

per square. This is upon the as- 


sumption that the sheets are edged, L/ 


19 x 27 thus exposing 513 square 

inches per sheet. At the same price per box, 
the tin in a standing-seam roof, the sheets be- 
ing edged 173 x 27, and exposing on the roof 
when laid 4792 inches, cost $4.02 per square. 
It is true that roofers do not all work to these 
exact dimensions; some use a little more in 
the seams, resulting in a slightly higher figure, 
and some use a little less in the seams result 
ing in a cost slightly less than above named. 
The variation, whichever way it may be, is, 
in any event, only a Tew cents per square and 
what we have named is certaipiy a fair aver 
age and a reasonable basis for what follows. 
With tin plate at $15.25 per box, the cost of 
the tin in a square of rooting on the above 
basis is, for flat seam $3.82, and for standing 


seam $4.09. At $15.50 the figures are $3.58 |

come $3.94 and $4.23; at $16 they are $4.01 
and $4.29 respectively. We might extend the 
list indefinitely, but we have shown enough to 
demonstrate that at 25 cents per box advance 
in price, something that is often made to ap- 
pear very big, amounts in even figures to only 
6 or 7 cents per square of roof, or to reduce 
it to the foot unit, sometimes employed in 
roofing work, it amounts to only six or seven- 
tenths of a mill per square foot of roof sur- 
face. 

We have prepared the accompanying table 
for your use. It shows the extra cost per 
square for tin alone for different advances in 
price per box of tin plates of the two regular 
sizes, and for the two kinds of tin roofs. In 
using this table observe that in 14 x 20 plates 
there is just one-half as much surface, flat, as 
in 20 x 28, and that the plates per box cost 
only half as much. Accordingly an advance 
of 25 cents per box on 14 x 20 is equivalent 
to 50 cents per box on 20 x 28. In some 


portions of the country the unit is the small 
box. In others it is the large or double box. 
Hence the necessity of the double table and 
this explanation. It is cheaper for the roofer 
and better for the house-owner, we think, to 
use the large plates. However, there is a 
strong prejudice in different sections of the 
country in favor of the use of small plates.

that there is a trick somewhere. Never buy 
a roofing-plate of any grade whatever without 


a specific statement of its exact qué ality, and a 
guaranty that if, upon examination, it falls 
in the least below that quality, it will be re- 
placed. (Guaranties apply alike plates of 
good, medium and best qualities. 

Look to the weight of your plates. There 
are light plates in the market, light in the 
iron or steel and also in the coating. We 
have given above the average weicht per box 
of our three leading plates, and further have 
stated that the ac tual weight of the contents of 
each box is branded thereon. Accept no plates 
that weigh less, but be careful also in hieh- 
pr iced plates that the weight is not altoge ther 
in the iron or steel, and not in the coating. 
Coating determines the quality and establis hes 
the vz alue. 

ACTUAL VALUES. 

The one thought that we want to leave 
with you, in concluding our remarks on tin 
plates, is this, that there is no fictitious value 
about our goods.

All these heaters are designed to use either | 


live or exhaust steam. 


The apparatus can be constructed in differ- 


ent ways, but always combines the essential 
elements of a fan and heater. 

The fan is our latest and most improved 
pattern, substantially constructed of steel 
plate, rigidly stayed and stiffened, and com- 
bines the elements of lightness and stability. 
This type of fan is the only one capable of 
handling large volumes of air under any con. 
siderable pressure with a minimum expendi. 
ture of power. ‘They are built so as to deliver 
air horizontally at the top, horizontally at the 
bottom, or directly upward or downward, or 
in any two or more desired directions. 
The larger sizes of fans are built with what 
is known as a three~juarter steel plate housing, 
the lower part being of brick, forming a very 
substantial foundation for the superstructure. 

The fans may be driven either by a direct 
connected horizontal or vertical engine (de- 
pendent upon the size and style of the fan), 
by belt from an independent engine, or by 
belt from a line shaft. It is always desirable 
to have an engine devoted solely to the pro- 
pulsion of the fan, so that the running of the 
fan shall in no way be dependent upon the 
running of other machinery. 

The engines furnished for these fans are 
all of our manufacture, and embody the results 
of years of experience in the design of engines 
for this specific work. Fan propulsion is par- 
ticularly trying to any engine. The engine 
must often run continuously for many days, 
frequently amid dust and dirt, and without its 
share of attention; in fact, with poor treat- 
ment in every particular. It is therefore 
obvious that such engines must be of the best 
as regards workmanship, design and strength,

The foundation upon which the heater 
| rests is constructed entirely of wrought angle 
| iron, flanged and bolted. . Upon this, and the 
expansion balls, rests a series of sectional 
bases materially changed in style from thos 
we formerly manufactured. 

Each section contains either two or four 
rows of vertical pipes, according to the re 
quirements, connected by cross pipes at the 
top, as shown. The length of these pipes and 
their position prevents the evil effects of the 
}unequal expansion of the pairs of vertical 


pipes, which are found in heaters of othe: 


makes, having return bends in place of cross 
pipes. Free expansion lengthwise of the 
| sections is allowed for by resting one end of 
| the sections upon balls which are supported 
| by a casting beneath. 

In order to prevent alternate expansion 
| and contraction of the air between the pipes 
in the heater, and at the same time economize 
room and material, the sides of the sections 
|are corrugated so that they fit each other 
| closely and allow an equidistant spacing of 
the pipes in the heater. 
| ‘The prime feature of the new heater is in 


|the new style of section. Upon the end of 


each section is a circular flanged head, di 


vided by a horizontal diaphragm, the upper 
| part communicating with the steam supply, 
and the lower with the drip. The sides of 
|the heads are planed, and closely fitted, a 
blank flanve placed at one end of the series, 
and the large steam inlet and drip header at 
the other end. 

To secure pertect joints we use the best 
copper gaskets, having entirely discarded 
asbestos and similar packing. All parts are 
tightly drawn together by substantial through 
bolts, and tight joints are positively secured. 
The upper parts of all sections are thus 
brought into communication with the inlet and 
the lower parts with the drip. 

The steam admitted to the upper portion 
of the header passes up the series of pipes, 
communicating with this end of the section, 
thence through the cross pipes, and down into 
the separate space in the section, which com- 
municates with the drip. Every square inch 
of the heating-surfac e of the pipes and section 
is thus utilized, and the water is conveyed 
away through the pipe in the header, in the 
upper part of which steam is admitted. A 
small hole in the horizontal diaphragm, nea 
the middle of the section, allows of complete 
drainage of the water from each section. 

The areas for the inlet and drip are very 
large and direct, giving an opportunity for 
the use of exhaust steam without back pres 
sure upon the engine. This arrangement 
does away with all inlet pipes and manifolds, 
with their numerous flanges and bolts; there 
are no connecting nipples, allowing of con- 
stant racking by unequal expansion, and 
above all, the inlet and drip are both at th 
same end of the section, avoiding the great 
disadvantage of connecting at the opposit 
ends of the section. 

Nothing could be more simple or eflicient. 

When desired, the sections may be made up 
in more than one group, so as to use exhaust 


steam in one portion and live in the other. 
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In fact, one of the sections is usually made 
without a head and fitted to receive exhaust 
steam from the fan engine. 

Seeking always for the best, we have, after 
careful investigation, adopted steel pipe for 
exclusive use in our heater. The standard 
weight of one-inch wrought-iron pipe per 
lineal foot is 1.67 pounds. It was found that 
the ordinary pipe we were using, and which 
was the best of the kind in the market, was 
much lighter, in some cases running down to 
1.38 pounds per foot. ‘This fact, and the vast 
superiority of steel pipe, led us to change 
from wrought-iron to steel pipe, which is made 
specially for us, of standard weight per foot, 
and is consequently much stronger and more 
durable than ordinary wrought-iron pipe. 
We offer it as one of the marked merits of 
our heater. Each heater section, after being 
piped up, is tested to 150 pounds hydraulic 
pressure, and when shipped, is completely 
piped, ready to be put in its proper position | 
in the heater. 

Every heater is encased in a steel plate 
jacket, preventing all possibility of fire, and 
allowing of the securing of lower insurance 
rates. One end of this casing is left open to 
the air so that it is drawn equally across all 


portions of the heating-surface. The oppo- | 
site end of the heater is fitted with an inlet 
connection, communicating with the inlet of | 
the fan. 

By careful experiment it has been shown 
that a given quantity of pipe in one of our 
heaters will impart four to six times more | 
heat units to a given quantity of air than will 
an equal amount of pipe arranged in ordinary 
form. 

Single heaters vary in size from 250 to 
30,000 or 40,000 lineal feet of one-inch pipe, 
and are so designed as to be capable of 
arrangement in any form and situation.

All steel used in the manu- 
facture of our Superior Swiss instruments is 
the finest English steel, and all the steel parts 
are hand forged. The shape, proportion and 
style of every part of every instrument has 
been the subject of careful study, aided by the 
suggestions of many professional gentlemen 
who had the kindness to assist us with their 
experience. From all this it will be apparent 
that really first class instruments cannot be 
furnished for little money; but for profes- 
sional people and those about to enter the pro- 
fession, our Superior Swiss instruments are the 
cheapest they can obtain, and would still be 
such at many times their cost.

NO. 55.— “IS IT OUR FAULT OR 
YOURS? 


“T have used Murphy’s var- 
nish and I don’t want any more 
of it.” This was a greeting to 
one of our salesmen who ap- 
proached a Rochester Architect 
lately; and the weather seemed 
to the salesman to grow sudden- 
ly very cold.

The building was a fine one;

Furniture, No. 1 Coach and vari- 
ous other grades which are sold 
in the market at prices ranging 
from seventy-five cents to one 
dollar and a quarter per gallon. 

If the Architect wants the best 
thing used he must say—not 
Murphy’s varnish, but “ Mur.

The proper grade must not 
only be specified, a little trouble 
must be taken to see that it is 
used. Human nature is weak in 
house-painters as well as in var- 
nish-makers and Architects. We 
are trying to improve the appear- 
ance and durability of the finish 
on hard wood-work by _intro- 
ducing a better varnish than has 
heretofore been used and of ne- 
cessity at a somewhat higher 
price.

The Architect 
wanted T. W. F.; he specified 
“Murphy’s Varnish,’ and the 
painter used something at half 
the cost. The varnish did as 
well as such varnish should but 
not as well as T. W. F., and the 
Architect who thought he had 
used T. W. F. was inclined to con- 
demn the varnish and us as well. 

We are doing our best to help 
the Architect but we can’t fully 
succeed unless he will help us, 

His help, however, should only 
begin with the specific ations. 
He should not only specify the 
proper grade but see that it is 
properly used; that it is used 
just as it comes from the varnish- 
maker without the addition of 
any turpentine to make it go 
farther. This will insure a full 
bright lustre. He should also 
see that each coat is thoroughly 
dry before the next is applied. 
This will prevent cracking. 

If he has never tried it he will 
be surprised to see how well a 
little attention to these few points 
will reward him.

The experience of the carriage 
and piano-maker is still ahead of 
him and we must go through 
that before he will appreciate the 
real cheapness of a high quality 
of varnish on good work. 

If we speak of the troubles of 
the varnish-maker in this open 
way it is only to enlist the sym- 
pathy of the Architect and the 
Painter when we come to speak 
of theirs.

, authority, are systematically carried on, by which inferior 
qualities of such plates are deliberately substituted in place 

of the better grades, to the great injury of the purchaser, 

ind to the corresponding profit of the dishonest dealer. That an 
iid and reputable firm of importers should descend to deliberate 
lishonesty in the race of competition with business rivals, is so 
improbable, that, were not the allegations of fraud made in the most 
ive terms by a reputable journal devoted specially to this 
trade, and reinforced by a declaration of willingness to present the

To understand how it is possible for such practices to be carried 
n, and, in many cases, with comparative impunity, it will be 
necessary to make some preliminary explanations. 


As is well-known, all the tin plate used in this country, is 
imported, principally from Wales, the great seat of this ancient 


industry All the leading manufacturers there have their repre 
sentative houses in the United States, that handle their product, 
and the importer relies implicitly upon the foreign manufacturer to 
send him just what is ordered, and any attempt on the part of the

It appears that about 10 per cent of all the roofing plates sent to 
this countrv are of the kind known as ‘‘ wasters,” or imperfect 
plates, boxed separately ind branded as such, as above described. 
hey are not worth as much as the perfect plates, or “‘ primes” of 
the same grade, selling for 50 cents to $2 per box less than thes 
hey are used largely for inside work, for which they answer quité 
is well as the best; but they are not fit to be used for roofing, 
since, when used in such exposed situations, they will last only a 
few vears It is affirmed, however, that many imperfect plates are 
us vy roofers by selecting such as have only trifling defects, 
substitute t f primes ; ind these, when laid on a roof and 

vered with paint, cannot be detected until a season or two of wear 
develops their inferiority. There is no justification for this secamp 
ing; but the importer who would deliberately sort out the best 
sheets from a box of *‘ wasters,”’ and label them ‘‘ primes,” would 
be far more deserving of discredit Yet this is what is alleged 
igainst at least one prominent house of importers, and it is easy to 
see that such dishonest practices place at a very great disadvantage 

e ho ul my who honestly guarantees the quality of his 

ites. The journal to which we have referred as fathering the 
accusation herein stated, declares that while competition in roofing 
plates is very keen, it has always been fairly conducted in this city, 
but that this cannot be said of Philadelphia. We reproduce in the 
following statement of charges made, our authority for the sams 
being the Roofer, Tinner & Sheet-Iron W ’ 

It is easy to understand that where two firms, competing for a 
contract to furnish the same grade and quality of tin, have a margin 
between cost and market price of, say SO cents per box, if one of 
these firms puts in a lower grade, stamped as a higher grade, or

at a price far below that of the better brand with which it is mis- 
leadingly stamped, and yet above the market price of the quality of 
plate which it really is. It is well-known to the trade that no terne 
plate can now be sold at $14.50 without the stamp of some well- 
known brand. We are prepared to prove that this firm to which we 
refer, who have an old-fashioned hand-dipped plate, which is a 
good quality, have for the purpose of defeating competition where 
other plates have been specified, stamped not only the ‘ wasters’ of 
their old-fashioned plate, but the ‘wasters’ of a much cheaper 
grade than their best grade, and sold, billed and delivered the same 
as prime best grade plates. It is well also to remember that this 
house guarantees (‘) such plate bearing the bogus stamp as better 
than anything imported, and as their own best grade, which shows 
their willingness, for the sake of gain, to smirch the reputation of 
their best grade and the value of their guarantee. We have also 
positive proof that this concern has had the ‘wasters’ of the old 
standard ‘M. F.’ brand assorted to such an extent that they have 
sold about one-quarter of such stamped ‘ wasters’ as prime plates. 
Not long since this firm took a contract for a large amount of 
roofing plates at a sum greatly below other bidders, and their 
brand was in competition with two other brands. The plates with 
bogus brands were partially delivered to the roofer in wagon loads 
of loose sheets, which at once caused suspicion, the trade being well 
aware that the boxes are iron strapped and most difficult to break 
under ordinary circumstances. ‘The two brands in competition are 
sold at considerably less than the old-fashioned kind, but, so as to 
defeat competition, a cheaper plate had to be stamped as the best 
grade ‘old-fashioned.’ It can be proved that the ‘ wasters’ of this 
and other and lower grades of plates were stamped ‘ old-fashioned,’ 
and delivered as such, though they were not the prime ‘old- 
fashioned’ grade in quality. The genuine ‘old-fashioned’ I. C. 20 
by 28, commands now about $17 per box, and when a reduction of 
fifty cents is considered a big ditference, it can readily be seen that 
some other grade and brand than this ‘ old-fashioned’ must have 
been delivered to compete with a lower-priced brand. We will now 
add that we have incontestible proof that clerks and porters of the 
firm to which we refer have been instructed by members of the firm 
to re-assort various grades and qualities of both bright and roofing 
plates for the purpose of picking out from the ‘ waster’ plates such 
sheets as would pass as prime plates, and these ‘ waster’ sheets so 
raised to ‘ prime’ packed in boxes with the term ‘ waster,’ or ‘ W,’ 
erased from the box, were re-piled into stock as ‘ prime’ plates, 
and they were added to the stock-sheet as prime plates, and 
deducted from the stock-sheet as ‘ wasters.’ 


“ We can further prove that these specific plates so raised from 
‘wasters’ to ‘prime,’ were loaded on wagons and shipped to 
customers as ‘ prime’ plates, and were so charged and billed. We 
can also prove that this same metamorphosing of picked-out 
‘wasters’ to ‘primes’ was done with their highest-price plates, and 
that the same process was gone through with ‘ E. C. C.’ ‘ Calland’ 
and ‘Melyn’ plates. We have incontestable proof that I C 
20x28 of a certain brand of terne ‘wasters’ were picked over, the 
best sheets packed back in boxes, and the maker’s stencil or burnt- 
mark, ‘ W,’ erased, so that these picked ‘ wasters’ could be, and 
were, added to the stock-sheet as ‘ prime plates.’ In one instance 
in particular, for a large shipment of some carloads, the best sheets 
from at least twenty-five boxes of ‘wasters’ of an inferior brand, 
and twenty five boxes of ‘ wasters’ of the best brand, were picked 
out, and the whole fifty boxes of such picked ‘wasters’ were 
stamped as the best brand and shipped as such in this lot. In 
every instance, our evidence shows that this questionable work was 
done under the specific instruction, and with the full knowledge of, 
and for the increased profits of, the firm.’’ , 


From the foregoing very specific charges, it will appear that 
architects, builders and the roofing trade will need to be particularly 
careful in their contracts and P irchases, to so specify the quality of 
the plates that fraudulent substitution of inferior grades will be 
made too hazardous for the unscrupulous dealer to take the risk of 
exposure and punishment Such dishonesty, furthermore, in 
addition to the injury it imposes upon purchasers, affects quite as 
seriously the honorable dealer whose guarantee of the quality of his 
plates is made in good faith.

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POINTS ON VARNISH. 
NO. 58.— THE DIFFICULTIES IN THE 
WAY—THE ARCHITECTS. 


Last week we spoke of the 
troubles which beset the varnish- 
maker. The Architect has his, 
and of a totally different sort. 
It has been difficult for him until 
now to know much about the 
different varnishes; it has not 
been easy for him to ascertain 
just what varnish was best for 
him to use, and when he has 
found this out it has been even 
more difficult for him to find out 
who makes it, and who can be re- 
lied upon to furnish it uniformly. 

All varnish-makers claim to 
make it, and they are many and 
how is he to know the one for 
whom he looks? How can he 
find the names of those who think 
more of their reputation than they 
do of the profit on a sale? How 
can he tell who has the facilities 
to make and to store and the ex- 
perience to make right? And 
yet, he ought in some way to 
possess himself of this knowledge 
or how can he specify with con- 
fidence? 

But only half of his troubles 
are here. When he finds a var- 
nish maker who will give him the 
varnish he wants, he must then 
get his painter to buy it and use 
it properly; and painters have so 
long been accustomed to think 
that anything that would dry and 
shine was good enough, and that 
after all there isn’t very much 
difference in quality; that he is 
not likely —if left to himself -—to 
use a varnish which cost twice as 
much as what he has been accus- 
tomed to. Nor does he forget 
that almost any varnish if prop- 
erly applied, looks well when it 
is done; and that neither the 
Architect nor the varnish-maker 
nor the owner will know what 
quality he has used until a few 
months shall determine whether 
it be good or poor. 

This habit of the painters to 
use cheap varnish and reduce 
the body of all varnishes is the 
most difficult we have to over- 
come and our experience is that 
the Architects find quite as much 
trouble in securing the support 


they ought to have from their 
painters as the varnish-maker 
does. 


All the more reason, however, 
for watchfulness.

NO. 59.—-THE DIFFICULTIES IN 
THE WAY—THE PAINTERS. 


Our proposition is that we 
have got to stand together. 

Two weeks ago we said some- 
thing of the troubles of the var- 
nish-maker; last week we spoke 
of those of the Architect. 

The troubles of the house- 
painter are as great as any, be- 
cause they arise from wrong ed- 
ucation and habit, and too often 
from conditions under which he 
is positively helpless. 

He is often called in to finish 
a job at a time when the house 
is perhaps expected by the owner 
to be completed; the masons have 
been delayed, the carpenters have 
been delayed; everybody has been 
slow. He has been chaffing all 
the time because he has not been 
given suitable opportunity, and 
at the last he is pushed through 
and is asked to do work in days 
which ought to take weeks. 

If he protests and says good 
work cannot be done in such a 
short time the answer is too often 
given —“O do it as well as you 
can but get it done.” 

Another difficulty which besets 
the house-painter is his trouble 
of finding competent mechanics. 
How many there are who think 
that the house-painter’s trade is 
nothing to learn, and that a day 
or two’s experience with the brush 
is sufficient to turn out a full- 
fledged journeyman.

Competition, in its true sense and as applied to business, can only exist between houses 
who sell the same line of goods, and who describe their wares precisely as they are. In this 
sense competition is an unmixed blessing to those who have to buy the article and to con- 
sumers, securing a good quality and fair conditions; but the moment deception appears, com- 
petition disappears and fraud takes its place. 








Those engaged in the building interests are not always experts or judges of quality; and 
they thus furnish an unscrupulous importer with temptation and the opportunity for decep- 
tion and fraud. 


An importing house that maintains a stamping machine and uses it to stamp different 
brands upon sheets of the same tin plate for the purpose of meeting the requirements of its 
customers, without regard to the quality of the plate to which the brand is applied, does 
something which is not honest. 


Again, the roofer who knowingly buys plates thus stamped to represent the quality they 
do not possess, also does that which is dishonest. Upon this plan importer and roofer work 
together to cheat the consumer, and to defeat all competition in honest roofing. 


Is it not time that importers and tinners should combine among them- 
selves to stamp out this infamous competition? Any house that will pur- 
chase and re-pack empty boxes, re-assort and stamp waster sheets so 
as to class them for high-grade plates, has no place in the trade, but 
simply does that which is a libel and a disgrace on its good name.

NO. 61.—HOW TO “DO OFF” 


A HOUSE. 


No fashion is more settled than 
that of showing the natural grain 
of the wood in house interiors. 
Indeed it is more than a fashion, 
a well defined custom of city and 
country. 

It takes some time for an archi- 
tectural style to get introduced 
to general usage. It begins with 
the rich and works down. It 
is n't every one that can builda 
new house as often as a more 
convenient or prettier style is 
devised. The old houses have 
to be lived in; they cannot be 
thrown aside like last year’s 
bonnet. 

Whoever has bought or built 
a house in the last ten years, 
when looking about for informa- 
tion, must have been struck with 
the universal preference of var- 
nish over paint. It began in the 
parlor and library; it has got to 
the kitchen and servants’ rooms. 
A house with any paint inside at 
all is now at a disadvantage for 
either selling or renting; of 
course it is for living in.

good varnish. Somehow house 
after house and job after job goes 
wrong. Where is the trouble? 

There is one man who holds 
the key to the position and if he 
pleases he can work a complete 
revolution in the matter. There 
are American manufacturers that 
make just as good varnish as 
the world ever saw. The 
English used to make the best, 
but we now can make it a little 
better than their best. 

The great trouble is that cheap 
varnishes are used and made to 
do a work that they can’t do. 
A good painter can use poor var- 
nish as a good musician can 
make a cheap organ fairly dance 
and sing. But only for a little 
while. The poor cheap varnish 
soon looks bad. 

The kind of varnish that many 
painters use on wood-work is 
only fit to use on tin cans to 
keep them from rusting. Such 
varnish would go cloudy and 
rusty in Paradise and is only fit 
for the other place and to be 
burned up. 

The Architect ought to expose 
this thing and not let the painters 
saddle it on the weather or on 
the varnish-maker. 

The Architect does not want 
to get the ill will of the painter, 
and so he keeps quiet when he 
ought to explode like dynamite 
under this cheap stuff. The 
painter can buy it by the car-load 
for 75 cents a gallon. The least 
he ought to have paid is $2.50. 

There is no difficulty in getting 
good varnishes, the best in the 
world. But you must know what 
you want and be willing to pay 
price enough to secure it. 

It is said in favor of the coun- 
try that food is cheap in Africa 
—and that the food the cannibal 
eats costs him very little. True; 
but that kind of diet is decidedly 
expensive to the American Mis- 
sionary Societies. | Somebody 
always has to pay high for this 
cheap fare. Cheap varnish costs 
the house-holder and the tenant 
a big price.

NO. 63.—ALWAYS IN A HURRY. 


One of the troubles of a 
painter's life is to get along with 
the man that’s always in a hurry. 
He can't spend five minutes to 
tell you what he wants before- 
hand, but he will take half a day 
to find fault with you afterwards. 


These men are the kind that 
buy, every time, “ self-raising 
flour;’ “three-quarters cooked 
oat-meal ;” “ready prepared cof- 
fee;” “twenty-seconds’ tea,” etc. 
etc. They travel by limited ex- 
press; they are always limited in 
time, and would be glad to go 
by lightning if they could. 

These men never call in a 
painter more than a day before 
they want the job, and then 
wonder he takes so much time. 

There is such a thing as de- 
liberately tempting a man to 
cheat you—to urge upon him 
extra money to do a poor job. 
These fellows always in a hurry 
ought to know that a good var- 
nish-job is the one thing that 
can't be hurried. You can spoil 
it every time by hurry. 

It was one of the wise remarks 
of Lord Chesterfield that “ Who- 
ever is in a hurry shows that the 
thing he is about is too big for 
him.” 

The Painter caz do the job in 
a day and make lots of money 
by it. He has constant experi- 
ence in just that kind of work 
and can always make a larger 
profit on a hurried job than on a 
thorough one. You will have 
no trouble to hurry the painter. 

But that quick-drying varnish 
has a way of making your wood 
look like old fashioned Chinese 
crackle-ware. That’s all right 
on china, but not on wood. It’s 
like the nervous timidity of 
brides and grooms. All con- 
tracting parties have a shrinking 
manner. 

You want a varnish that will 
dry slowly and when dry be as 
hard and as solid as glass. 

Is it not possible for Archi- 
tects to have a little plain busi- 
ness talk with these men who 
are always in a hurry and put 
somewhere in the office these 
two signs:
